Group II, claim(s) 24-25 drawn to insulin-like growth factor- 1 and a composition 
comprising it. 

Group III, claim(s) 26, drawn to interferon IGF-1. 

Group IV, claim(s) 31, drawn to a plant whose plastid expresses interferon. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, imder PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking Groups I-IV appears to be a human hormone. 

However, Rotwein (1991, US Patent 5,070,075, cited in the search report) teach a human 
hormone, insulin-like growth factor- 1 (Fig 2). Thus, claim 24 among others, is not novel. 

Therefore, the technical feature linking Groups I-IV is not special and the Groups are not 
so linked under PGR Rule 13.1.
